I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  I96I. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
in  Circular  1/62  issued  hy  the  Ministiy  of  Health, 

The  Registrar-General's  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
25,420  which  is  400  less  than  in  I96O,  This  is  the  estimated  home 
population  and  includes  members  of  H.M,  Forces  stationed  in  the 
area . 


The  birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  was  17.3 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population  and  shows  an  increase  of  1.8  on  the 
fig;ire  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 

17.4. 


The  death  rate  per  1,000  after  adjustment  was  12,0  which 
is  fractionally  higher  than  in  I96O,  but  no  greater  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  also  12,0. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  or  blood  vessels  accounted  for  app- 
roximately one  half  of  the  total  deaths,  while  malignant  disease 
was  responsible  for  rather  less  than  one  fifth. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  14.4  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  10.5  in  I96O,  but  was  considerably  less  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  21 ,4. 

The  still -birth  rate  at  I4.I  per  1,000  registered  births 
was  also  below  the  national  rate  (18,7)  and  shows  a marked  im- 
provement on  the  rate  for  I96O  which  was  30.6.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease,  apart  from  measles, 
were  few  in  number.  Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  year, 
while  dysentery,  which  was  so  prevalent  the  year  before,  was 
virtually  absent. 

The  weekly  returns  of  sickness  generally,  as  furnished 
by  the  fiinistry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance,  showed  the 
usual  seasonal  variations,  but  otherTffise  nothing  significant 
during  the  working  year. 

Sanitaxy  conditions  in  the  Borough  on  the  whole  continued 
to  be  satisfactory.  Regular  inspections  were  maintained  and  all 
matters  of  public  health  import  brought  to  notice  by  complaint  or 
other^;/ise,  received  prompt  attention.  The  results  of  these 
activities,  including  statistical  details,  are  set  out  in  the 
appropriate  sections  of  this  Report,

Health  Goznmittee  for  their  interest  and  support  dvaring  the  year. 

I am  also  indebted  to  all  concerned  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

Milk  Supply; 

60  inspections  were  made  during  I96I  at  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops, 

32  firms  are  now  registered  for  distribution  of  milk  from  43  premises.  There  1 
are  9 premises  within  the  area  registered  as  dairies.  One  application  for 
registration  as  a distributor  vjas  refused  and  subsequently  the  premises  ■ 
concerned  ceased  to  be  used  as  a food  shop. 

Only  designated  milk  may  now  be  sold  in  this  area. 

Licences  under  the  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  are  now  issued 
by  the  KcC.G.,  for  periods  of  five  years.

The  Methylene  Blue  failures  v/ere  attributable  to  inadequate  cleansing 
of  bottles  in  one  instance  and  to  inadequate  sterilisation  of  hand  operated 
carton  filler  in  the  other  cases. 

10  samples  of  washed  milk  bottles  from  two  processing  dairies  gave 
unsatisfactory  results  in  both  cases  at  first.  The  position  was  easily 
improved  in  one  case  by  a stronger  caustic  solution.  In  the  other  case  the 
continued  bad  results  demonstrated  a need  for  a new  plant  which  is  Jiow  on 

orders. 


Two  warnings  were  issued  in  connection  with  dirty  milk  bottles  and 
one  firm  vms  successfully  prosecuted  mder  Section  2,  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955j  ^‘or  the  sale  of  milk  containing  loose  dirt.

FOOD  POISONING-. 

Four  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  confirmed  during  the 

year. 

Tv;o  were  single  cases  in  both  of  which  the  infecting  organism  was 
identified,  in  one  salmonella  typhi-miirium  and  in  the  other,  salmonella 
Heidelberg, 

The  other  tvjo  cases  were  husband  and  wife,  but  in  their  case  the 
infecting  organism  was  not  identified.  The  suspected  food  was  a steak 
and  kidney  pie,  but  since  none  was  available  for  examination  this  was  not 
confirmed;  the  handling  of  this  article  of  food  however,  was  such  as  to 
enable  any  initial  bacterial  infection  to  multiply  to  serious  proportions.

There  were  two  deaths  of  un-notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  1 961 . 


Of  the  twenty-four  cases  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  Register, 
eleven  were  reported  as  having  recovered,  four  removed  to  other  districts, 
four  died,  in  two  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed,  two  were  lost  sight 
of  and  one  was  removed  from  the  Register. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberc- 
ulosis) Regulations,  1925,  (regarding  tuberculosis  persons  employed  in  the 
milk  trade)  or  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  regarding  the 
compulsory  removal  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  hospital.
